- When you bid you use a num- 
ber. The number states how many 


are the opening bidder or the first 
defending bidder. 

What I mean is, suppose your, 
opponent starts with. an opening 
bid of one heart and you have the 
hand shown here:

You are a defending bidder. If 
you bid one you tell your partner 
you can take five tricks, The five 
tricks are not some flighty imag- 
ination. They are tricks you truly 
expect to take. 

Over one heart you are not per- 
mitted to say one diamond or one 
club, To bid elther diamonds or 
clubs in that spot you would have 
to bid two. You are compelled to 
say two if you bid either minor. 

If you ‘bid two in elther suit, 
you and your partner must take 
two tricks more than six,-or a 
total of eight. Since you must hot 
yet count on partner for more 
than two, you need six. 

With the hand you have it fs 
not var. likely that six tricks will 
be taken. Especially when you 
have not yet heard from partner. 

You may as well face the facts. 
If you think you can take six 
tricks you are forgetting how 
many big cards are held by op- 
ponents, or you are hoping against 
hope to capture most of them. 


Let’s not argue row over the. 


best way to count tricks, Use any 
accurate method you like, But if 
you are unable to count six, you

Washington, July 20 (AP) —

bomber routes from Russia. 

Equipment,’ supplies and con- 
struction workers started moving 
to Greenland several weeks ago, 
it was learned today. . 

Actual construction work at 
the Greenland’ bases apparently 
ig belng carried on by private 
firms under contracts with the 
army engineers and air force. 

The 6,500-foot runway at Nar- 
sarssuak and the smaller strips 


at three other bases used by the 
U.S, during the Second World 
War would be too short for mo- 
dern jet fighter or bomber air- 
craft or for B-36 bombers taking 
with full load of fuel and bombs. 
The same situation would pre- 
vail in Iceland, where the U.S. 
recently began re-use of some 
wartime bases, 

American return to Greenland 
and Iceland bases was made pos- 
sible bythe conclusion earlier 
this year of long negotiations 
with governments“of Denmark, 


-|\which owns Greenland, and of 


Iceland, * 
Access to the Greenland and 


Iceland bases would be needed 
critically by the United States 
for both defensive and offensive 
warfare, 

Greenland is at approximately 


mile alr route between Mur- 
mansk area of Russia and New 
York City. Similarly, almost any 
of the great port or industrial 
cities of the United States would 
be at the southern terminus of 
such a bomber route. 

Because the Greenland and 
Iceland areas also could be of 
high value to red planes, it was 
important that they neither *¢ be 
able to selze nor set up at remote 
points any airfields in the area. 
In “denying” use of the area to 
Soviet airmen a contirutd 
surveillance must be maintained., 
With bases back in use, US. 
planes can patrol the ice caps

A per pusher is one who spots 
unshelled peas on a conveyor 
belt and pushes them aside be- 
fore -the peas are processed, 
Whether the peas are tender is 
determined by a tenderometer, 
a small machin: which tests the 
amount of pressure -needed to 
crush a fresh pea. - 

Peas *re a subtle =nd mild-flav- 
ored vegetable which are delicious 
when mixed with tender chicken 
in a shortcake! A pinch of sugar 
in the cooking water will help 
to retain the natural sweetness of 
peas. : 

If you buy fresh peas in the 
pod, be sure the pods are deep 
green, crisp and free {rom dark 
spots, Quick frozen peas are often 
better than some fresh peas, and 
are always dependable.
